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The Louisiana Senator Isolated from the 
Hangry Office-Seeker—Dan Voorhees and the 
President—Change of Feeling of the Demo- 
crats Toward the Administration—The Sol-

WASHINGTON, D. C., January 23.—Every one 
about the senate has been anticipating the 
time when Senator Eustis of Louisiana would 
make his famous attack upon the administra- 
tion. All during the vacation of congress he 
made threats. It was expected that when the 
senate met he would take early oecasion to 
make a savage onslaught upon the president. 

Yet this attack does not come, and, from all 

indications,there is no prospect of its coming. 

Senator Eustis already enjoys in the senate 

the reputation of being the most indolent man 
there, except Senator Palmer of Michigan. An 
explanation was given in the senate cloak- 
fooms two or three days ago of Eustis’ origi- 
nal quarrel with the president. It is said that 
this break with the administration was made 
deliberately, and with the intention of saving 
the Louisianan trouble in hunting places for 
his constituents. Last spring he saw how the 

Democratic Senators were annoyed and driven 

to death with the demands ofthe officé-seek- 

ers. His friends say he ingeniously gotupa 


quarrel with the president so that he could 
say toeach and eve one ofhis Louisiana 
callers that he was out with the Administra- 
tion, and could not, therefore, ask any favors. 
Whether this line of policy was the result of 
deliberate plan or not, the effect is the same. 
Mr. Eustis is more isolated from the demands 
of office-seekers than even the Republican 
senators. Heis picturesquely indolent. He 
generally dresses in a suit of mixed color, 
with a bright-colored tie knotte oosely 
with flowing ends at his broad throat. He is as 
dark an olive color as a Spaniard. His features 
are very heavy and regular and terminate in a 
dark iron-gray beard and mustache. He has 
a sluggish, black slow-moving eye, and the 
deep, rich voice of a baritone. hen out of 
doors he slouches over his round head 
a plaid quilted soft hat. When he leaves the 
senate he buttons around him 4 long, yellow- 
ish gray, English-made ulster, the collar of 
which he generaly jesves turned up at the 
back of his head, whether the day is* or 
cold to avoid the trouble of ever ng it 
down in a neat line around his neck. If the 
administration is never attacked until Mr. 
Eustis begins, it will rest safe during its term. 


* * 

There is less criticism among the Demooratie 
Senators directed against the administration 
now than there has been at any time since the 
4th of last March. The president and the sena- 
tors are becoming better acquainted. Mr. 
Cleveland is beginn to zee that 
they are not reali Objects of sus- 
picion, and while he not always ready 
to follow their advice ors estions, yet their 
differences now have no basis Of ill-will or bad 
feeling. Senator Dan Voorhees said the other 
day, when he called on the president, that the 
latter began to joke him about the extent of 
his numerous demands. Tes, said Voor- 
hees, with a smile, ‘‘I want the earth and the 
fullness thereof. But it I don’t get it, I shall 
not go out ofthis chamber and abuse you on 
that account.’’ This chivalrous — of 
Voorhees is shared by the majority of the 
Democratic senators. They take what they 
can get, and have made up their minds that

‘oorhees says on this subject that the Demo- 
crats must stand by Cleveland whether they 
approve everything he has doneor not. ‘‘In 
the main his administration is satisfactory to 
us, sald he.

PURCHASING POWER. 

tha Chivago Tribune has compiled from 

its past annual reviews of the Ohicago 

wholesale market a table of the average 

prices of twenty-two leading staple 


articles of comme;rce for each of the thir- 


teen years from 1873 to 1885, inclusive. 
According to this table the general aver- 
age for 1885 is not far from 35 per cent less 
than the average in currenoy for 1874, or 
28 per cent less in gold than the average 
of that year succeeding the great panic 
and when gold commanded an average 
premium of 11 in currency. Gold and 
currency have been at par since silver 
coinage was resumed in 1878, but the 
average of prices was 25 per cent less in 
1885 than in 1881. Taking the average 
ot. prioes of 1860, 1875 and 1880 at 100 as the 
unit of per cent, the Tribune finds that 
prices have gone down from 110 in 1870 to 
76 in 1885. That is to say 70 cents in gold 
or ourrendoy will buy as much now as 110 
cents in currency would have purchased in 
1870, and 76 cents either in gold or currency 
will buy as much now as I in gold or 
currency would have bought in 1881. 

Does it look much like repudiation to 
pay bonds partly in legal-tender silver 
dollars whose purchasing power has been 
so greatly increased? Mr. Evarts said 
in his Boston speech that, whatever may 
be nominated in the bond of the debt, the 
people will feel as they certainly should 
feel, that the debt is to be paid “in the 
sense that the creditor is entitled to feel 
that he should be paid.’’ Whatthecreditor 
is entitled to feel that he should be paid, 
Mr. EVARTS has not yet told us. Buteven 
if we permit the bondholder to appeal 
from what is nominated in the bond and 


| from legal-tender laws that are binding 


upon all other creditors, what more can 
he ask in equity than to be paid in dollars 
whose purchasing power is far greater 
than that of the dollars he lent to the 
Government, and 28 per cent greater than 
the purchasing power of gold dollars was 
when the bonds were issued under the 
refunding act of 1870? 

The suitor for équity is required to deal 
out equity to others, and we cannot see 
that the bondholders are to gain anything 
by abandoning what is nominated in the 
bond and demanding money of the same 
purchasing power as the money they used 
in purchasing the bonds. Nor can we see 
any semblance of equity in permitting 
them to repudiate our legal-tender laws 
as public creditors, while availing them- 
selves of the benefit of those laws as 
debtors. If it iswrong to pay those bonds 
partly in silver and partly in gold, then 
the Government is guilty of a monstrous 
wrong in making silver dollars a legal 
tender for all other debts and dues. To 
make an exception in favor of one class 
of creditors—to say that they alone shall 
not be bound by what is nominated in the 
bond, and that they alone shall be allowed 
an option not accorded to any other credi- 
tors and not justified by any equitable 
consideration, is not in accordance with 
Republican methods. It is precisely be- 
cause no class of creditors are to be al- 
lowed to depart from what is nominated 
in the bond, or to fix the standard of pay- 
ment according to their own notions, that 
legal-tender laws are enacted; they take 
away the creditor’s option; they give the 
debtor the option of paying in any thing 
that is legal tender, and to deny him that 
right is repudiation. 

While all but $12,000,000 of our bonds 
are held at home, and the pur- 
chasing power of our two kinds of 
legal-tender coins is so largely and evenly 
increased all over the United States, it is 
just as equitable to pay American holders 
of our bonds in one as in the other coin, and 
the question as to using both or either for 
such payment is wholly | a question of 
public policy and business acoommoda - 
tion.

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THE constitution of Missouri vests in the 
courts of law the determination of all con- 
tested elections, whether for state, judi- 
dial, municipal or local officers, except gov- 
ernor and lieutenant-governor. An ex- 
press mandate of the constitution makes 
it the duty of the General Assembly to 
designate what courts of law shall have 
jurisdiction of the several classes of con- 
tests. The General Assembly undertook 
to obey this mandate, and evidently 
thought it had fully performed 
its duty by enacting statutes 
which conferred upon the circuit courts 
jurisdiction of contested elections for 
county officers, and by expressly making 
these statutes as applicable to the city 
of St. Louis as to a county. The 
mandate of the constitution and the in- 
tent of the General Assembly to obey it 
were 80 plain that Democratic judges of 
the Circuit Courts in St. Louis had no 
doubt oftheir jurisdiction over the con- 
tested elections of city officers. But ignor-

Origin of the Word Texas. 
From the Texas Siftings. 

Inarecent article published in the North 
American Review Gov. Ireland of Texas as- 
serts that the word Texas means welcome, 
and that on the landing of the first white men 
on the coast of Texas the Indians greeted them 
with the exclamation of Texas, or wel- 
come.’’ This theory, according to a corre- 
spondent in the Texas Voerwaerts, is not cor- 
rect. In the ancient Spanish archives, stored 
away in the land office at Austin, it appears 
that certain lands were situated en el pais de 
los Tejas, or in the country of the Texas or 
Tejas Indians,x and j being pronounced alike. 
It is well known that the Texas or Tejas In- 
dians were a tribe of Indians living in the val- 
ley of the Rio Grande, who were exterminated 
or driven off by a more savage tribe, The 
word Texas or Tejas is the root of the names 
of all the Indian tribes in Texas and Mexico. 
The prefix indicated the locality of the tribe. 
The As-Tejas, or Astecs, dwelt on high lands 
of Anahuac. The Tol-Tejas, or Toltecs, lived 
as far south as Yucatan. The Huas-Tejas lived 
on the gulf coast, between Matamoras and 
Vera Crus, and the Teal-Tejas were situated 
in the state of Coahuila. . 


A Postal Telegraph. 
From the New York WORLD. _ 

Some doubt has been expressed as to the 
right of the general government to take pos 
session of the propérty of the railroad and 
telegraph companies. The constitution may 
de so amended by the requisite majority in 
congress and of the states as to sanction any- 
thing. Butas the present instrument stands 
congress has both the power to regulate com- 
merce between the states and to establish 
post roads. Out of these two delegated 
tights it could find means to so depreciate the 
value of the corporations refusing to sell at a 
reasonable price as to induge them to change 
their minds. It could build parallel lines in 
all cases, and this policy is contemplated in 
some ofthe bills for the establishment of a 
postal telegraph. There is little danger, 
however, of the people in the United States 
entering upon any scheme which amounts to 
confiscation. They will pay certainly what- 
ever is just for what is appropriated in the in- 
terests of public policy, though they muy de- 
cline to recognize any great amount of watered 
stock. But we are very farfrom being ready 
to undertake anything of the kind at present. 
True civil-service reform must come first.

mill. At intervals during the day it Was 80 
dense as to obscure the rays of the sun. This 
cold vapor is productive of pneumonia and is 
frequently fatal to people affilcted with lang 
diseases. During its contmuance the meroury 
hovers between 16 and 20 degrées above zero 
and the cold is much more penetrating than at 
times when a lower temperature is registered 
in a clear atmosphere. The pogonip generally 
lasts three days, and is usually the preludé to 
asnow storm. During its prevalence the wary 
Piutes lic closein their wickups, being well 
aware of the danger of inhaling the icy vapor.

DEATH IN DECOLLETE. 
The. Ball-Room the Harvest-Field 
ot the Destroyer.

The Consequences of Late Hours and 
Light Clothing. 


Low-Neckel Dresses as Aids to the Medical 
Man and the Undertaker—The Effects of Ex- 
posure, Excitement and Overheacing at Re- 
ceptions and Balls—Diseases Resulting from 
rhem- Miss Bayard’s Fate—What Physicians 
Think of It. 

The sad fate of Miss Kate. , who went 
from à brilliant reception to her death-bed, 
has given rise to much speculation as to the 
cause of her death, with the conclusion from 
almost all authorities that it was due to the 
excitement and over-exertion, the exposure, 
over- heating, and other ills incident to a caré- 
less and extreme following of the dictates of 
fashiomand the requirements of society. A 
Washington corréspondent recently described 
Miss Bayard’s devotion to society and her 
reckless disregard of the rules of health in the 
use of decollete dresses and in exposing 
herself to draughts after exertion and 
over-heating in a warm room. The 
heart troubles from which she was suffering 
and her death were attributed directly to the 
exposure incident to wearing light evening 
dresses and the strain of the bali and recep- 
tion. Every now and then similar deaths oc- 
cur and example after example is made food 
for warning by physicians. This time the 
usages of society have struck down abhining 
mark, and it is mad the theme for renewed 
warning. Yetthe custem of wearing decol- 
lete dresses and of dancing all night long does 
not seem to suffer in the slightest degree, and 
at any ball in St. Louis bare necks, bare 
shoulders and arms may be seen fully ex- 
posed and the dancing stops only with day- 
light. With a view of enlightening the devotees 
of society on the consequences of their course,

THE PRESENT SYSTEM PROVING RUINOUS 
TO THE SMALL OPERATORS. 


The Monthly Meeting of Western Shippers of 
Anthracite Coal—A Combination Probable— 


By Telegraph to the Posr-DisrATon. 

Scuanton, Fa., January 28. The monthly 
meeting of the wostern shippers of anthracite 
coal, which takes place in New York to- mor · 
row, is looked forward to with much interest 
by the individual mine operators and small 
companiés of this section, as it is thought 
that the subject of a combination will receive 
& good deal of attention, A prominent mine 
operator who was interviewed by the Post. 
DISPATCH correspondent said that the contin- 
Uation of the present system would eventually 
prove ruinous to the small operators of the 
anthracite coal fields. He spoke freely on this 
subject and claimed that the dealers were reap- 
ing the profits of the business at the expense 
of the miner and consumer. 

The present average price of anthracite in 
New York to the trade is about $3 per ton, 
he continued, while there ig no falling off in 
the retail price to the consumer, When the 
dealer gets coal for & a ton the price paid by the 
cartying companies to the individual operators 
is $1.50 per ton at the mine. Such a price 
is simply fruinous, since it puts doal 
below the cost of production. The 
individual operator mines coal at a loss for 
$1.50, because the labor and supplies also cost 
him $1.25 per ton and the royalty 2% cents per 
ton, not including the interest on the money 
invested, the insurance or taxes. Coal ought 
to average a ton to the dealer in New York, 
and even then it could be sold to the oon- 
sumer at its present retail price and realize a 
good profit. This would allow the individual 
operator $2 per ton at the breaker, which is 
little enough to cover the cost of production 
and leave a small margin of profit on the 
money invested. It is not absolutely neces- 
sary that there should be a coal combination 
to remedy the present evil, which I 
attribute more to mismanagement than 
anything else. The Sale of coal 
in the large centers is controlled by favored 
cliques who are enabled to make large divi- 
dends, while the holders of coal stocks won- 
* the investments continue unremun- 
erative.’’

The inability of the big companies to 
agree on the percentage of production. Last 
year, for instance, the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western company had 106 per cent of the 
output, and this year President Sloan de- 
mands 20 per cent, whith would give that cém-

000,000 tons. This the other magnates will 
not concede, and Mr, Sloan is not disposed to 
oombine on mote moderate terms. The result 
isa demoralized condition of the coal trade 
just now. In an industry of this kind where 
the interests are so vast, not only in the way 
of fair return to the stockholders, but in the 
well-being of the many thousands of em- 
ployes who are dependent upon a proper ar- 
rangement of the business for the necessaries 
of life, it would seem if the presidents of

The market took 800, 000 
tons more in 1886 than in 1884, or about 3,160,000 
tons. With the natural increase in the trade 
and the improved outlook for business gener- 
ally, the Market will take at least 35,000,000 
tons of anthracite this year, and yet it is sell- 
ing in New York tothe dealers at an Ado Wy 
ot $3 per ton. The average price received by 
the Delaware, Lackawanna and Western com-

condition of affairs for any great 
length of time. An investigation 
would develop some interesting facts about 
the favored few who are selling the bulk of 
coal. This feature of thé trade alone would 
explain why it is that the Pennsylvania rail- 
road company refused to enter the com- 
bination last year.’’ 

Another operator stated that there was not 
much money in the coal business this year for 
the small companies, but thatthe outlook for 
a season of activity at the mines was good, and 
that the people in the large cities ought to be 
able to profit by the low price of anthracite, 
which was the result of the absence of a com- 
bination. ‘‘We are getting low prices, he 
added, ‘‘and surely the consumer ought to be 
abie to get his coal cheap, ifthe middlemen are 
not extortionate in their demands.idon’t think 
there willbe a coal combination this year 
notwithstanding the eagerness ofa number of 
operators to bring about such a result.

¥YRANKELIN’S BIG FIRE. 


Destruction of an Extensive Block—Saw- 
Mill and Box Factory Burned. 

FRANKLIN, Pa., January 28.—The most se- 
rious conflagration this city has sustained for 
years occurred this morning about 2 o’clock. 
It broke outin whatis known as the opera- 
house block, owned by Hanna and Duflield. 
The fire seems to have originated about the 
stage of the opera-house, which generally 
consists of very inflamable material. Before 
the fire department could reach the place, the 
opera-house was a solid blaze. The 
firemen worked faithfully, but the build- 
ing was beyond their power to save. 
The block was built twenty years ago by the 
owners and was one of the most substantial 
buildings in the city and originally eost about 
$135,000. The insurance on the building is 
$38,000. It was occupied as follows: Henry 
Cohn, clothing store; Herns, Mifflin & Co., 
wholesale notions; Reamer & Co., druggists; 
reading-room and library; Miss Crileys, mil- 
liner; Franklin oll exchange; DeWoody, five 
and ten cent notion store, on the first 
floor; all partially insured. On the seéc- 
ond floor were numerous families, the 
opera house, Spectator printing office, 
Franklin silver cornet band, Lawyer Breen’s 
office, and a baker’s office with samples. On 
the third floor were two or three families and 
lodge-rooms, elegantly fitted up, used as a 
meeting place by the United Workmen, Odd 
Fellows, and others. From this room nothing 
was saved. The block is a wreck, nothing but 
the walls standing.

Ingalls’ Financial Problem.

THE LOUNGER, 


I loitered into the Four courts yesterday and 
got a look at the crowd in the criminal court 
room where the Chinese murder trial is going 
oh. The room furnishes an interesting sight, 
with its packed auditorium, its thronged bar 
anda mixture of Mongolian and Circassian 
mugs in the picture that is rather gro- 
tesque to look upon. But of all the sights the 
most thoroughly enjoyable and withal the 
most artistic is Wong Chin Foo, the inter- 
preter. I met Wong Chin Foo when he was 
here seven or eight years ago. Then he was a 
very ordinary looking celestial who could 
speak English with somewhat less pigeon“ 
in it than the other slant-eyed gentle- 
men talked.

SLAUGHTER BY MEXICANS. 


Gen. Crook’s Official Report of the Hilling 
of Capt. Crawford, 
WASHINGTON, D. O., January 2,.—The 
war department to-day received official inform- 
ation from Gen. Orook ofthe death of Capt, 
Emmett Orawford, Third cavalry, at the 
hands of Mexicans in Mexico, and the 
probable surrender of the renegade 
Apaches. An accompanying report from Lieut, 
Maus, firstinfantry, who was next in com- 
mand to Capt. Crawford, gives details of the 
affair, from which it apes that Capt. Craw- 
ford’s command of Indian scouts located thé 
camp of the hostiles on the night of the 10th at 
a point about fifty miles southwest of Naroori, 
Mexico, and one mile north of the Arras 
river, being! about 200 miles from the border 
line. They surrounded the camp and quie 
awaited the break ofday. Inthe meantime, 
the braying of the burros alarmed the hostiles 
Two made their appearance and were fired 
on by the scouts, and a gene 
fight ensued. Finally the Indians retreated 
the roeks and left all their effects in the 
of the scouts. A running 
was kept up for two or t 
hours when Capt. Crawford’s com 
was surprised by a volly of bullets fired in 
their midst from an unexpected quarter. A6 
first it was supposed that the shots came from 
Capt. Davis’ command, which was 
the hostiles in that vicinity. Capt, 
Crawford signalled for his men 89 


and it was then discovered that the 

arty was composed of Mexicans who too

A parley betw the 
two forces followed and it was found that 
CAPT. CRAWFORD WAS MORTALLY WOUNDED, 
and a guide named Horn and five scouts were 
also wounded. On the side of the Mexicans 
the commanding officer and five other men 
were killed and four wounded. The entire 
day was consumed in settling affairs.

BEUIN BROKE LOOSE. 


Warmers Having an Exciting Hunt After an 
Escaped Bear in Connecticut. 
By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcs. 

HartrorD, January 2%.—Three weeks ago, 
im the small hamlet of Hockanum, four miles 
south of Hartford and a short distance east of 
the Connecticut river, a party of children, re- 
turning from school at the Willow brook dis- 
trict, announced that they had seen a bear 
prowling about in a grove of fir trees near the 
roadside. So positive were they in their state- 
ment that the report was investigated, and, 
true enough, the tracks of some large animal, 
unknown tothe present Connecticut farmer, 
were found in the thicket. These footprints 
were about four inches from toe to heel, rather 
oblong, and were pronounced by Joe Price, 
who had been in California in 1850 and hunted 
grizzlies there, to be the track of a bear. The 
day following a hunt was organized, and since 
then the farmers of East Hartford, Hockanum, 
Glastonbury and Burnside have put in their 
spare time trailing the strange beast. 
Messrs. Signor and Vibberas of Burnside 


have becn the most assiduous in the chase, 
and on one occasion the former — = 
cartridge from his fifty-calibre Remington 
rifie at the bear. He struck the trail about 10 
o’clock in the morning and followed it due 
east uutil about noon. Then he located the 
animal in an oak thicket and heard him brows- 
ing upon the branches of the smaller trees. 
Detecting a movement in the shrubbery, he 
fired his rifle, and the bear at once broke 
cover and rap at a lumbering though rapid 
gait, due east towards Collin 2 Then 

Signor made an astonishing discovery. 
The bear was muzzied and from a collar about 
his neck hung about two feet of heavy chain. 
After following it for a mile Mr. Signor lost all 
signs of the bear in a white birch swamp. 
Since then the bear has been heard from sev- 
eral times but has not yet been captured.

Iron hvoks have been fixed on the ends of 
stout poles, the idea 1 to approach near 
enough to the bear to slip the hook into a link 
of his chain, and so capture him alive. The 
muzzle which the beast has on is made of 
leather straps, and allows enough 
jaws to permit him to eatand drink; 
to do serious harm by biting. The 
who hunt him with the long poles affect to 
despise his reputed savageness, while those 
who go out with guns are aware that if he 
can’t bite he can hug. and that they don't 

pose to get near enough for an embrace. 
Where the bear came from was a mystery for 
sometime. At length it became known, how- 
ever, thatthe farmers were not having the 
bear hunt all to themselves. Every Sunday 
umbers of persons from the Italian colony in 
ord crossed the Connecticut on the ice 
and scoured the woods and fields to the east- 
ward. They were armed with bagi of chest- 
nuts, and bread and molasses. As they 
neared a thick patch of trees they would pro- 
duce the sweetmeats and ntter a plaintive cry 
in their own languages. It was learned before 
long that they too, were after the bear, which 
about a month ago escaped from two of their 
countrymen in ta) town of Manchester.

AN IMPORTANT RELIGIOUS MOVEMENT A. 
CEIVES A DEATH BLOW. 


How the Decease of the Kansas City Rector 
Ruined a Protestant Ministers’ Retreat—An 
Institute for Spirit-Culture Arranged to 
Meet at St. George’s—A Novel Departure in 
Church Circles. 


The untimely death of ‘‘Father’’ Jardine 
has had an influence extending -not alone to 
the Episcopal church. At the time of his 
death the evangelical pastors of the city were 
very ready to refuse to giveany expression 
concerning the tragic circumstance, on 
the ground that it did not concern them, that 
it was a matter entirely within the Episcopal 
church, and that it would be presumption to 
offer any opinion. This avoidance of the sub- 
ject by the evangelical brethren, and their evi- 
dent lack of interest in anything pertaining to 
Mr. Jardine, has tended to conceal from the 
public a very important religious movement, 
which has just received a very unexpected 
backset. 

Asis well known, a year ago the coming 
lent, Rev. Dr. John Fulton of St. George's 
Episcopal church invited to his place of wor- 
ship six of the leading evangelical ministers 
to discuss the fundamental principles of 
christianity. This departure was the out- 
growth of Dr. Fulton’s long-cherished desire 
to effect a closer union among Protestant 
bodies, and it had the effect of 
bringing to this city representa- 


tives of the American church con who 
took advantage ofthis sudden disp of re- 
ligious re to advocate the purposes 
and objects of the congress. The six min- 
isters who took part in this course of ! 
at St. George’s were the following: Rev. Dr. 
W. W. Boyd of the Second Baptist; Rev. Dr. O. 
P. Masden of Union Methodist; Rev. Dr. 
J. G. Merrill of the First Congregational; 
Rev. Dr. 8. J. Niccolls of the 
Second Presbyterian; Rev. Dr. Mosheim 
Rhodes of St. Mark’s Evangelical Lutheran, 
and Rev. Dr. W. V. Tudor of Cente 
Southern Methodist.
